The suggestion was made. that 
country members might get into touch with 
school teachers in their districts and see 
whether there were any urgent needs which 
ihey might help to supply, such as the scheme 
for providing cocoa for school children, carried 
out by the United Irishwomen. Members 
were urged to continue the study of social 
problems either through books or through 
study circles. The need was pointed out of 
obtaining more accurate information and ‘up- 
to-date statistics on all these matters. 

In this connection it was reported that 
arrangements were in progress for publishing 
the more important addresses given at the 
Conference in book form under the title of 
é“ Towards a Better Ireland.” 


i NIGHT MEETING. 
THE OUTLOOK IN IRELAND. 


At the evening meeting, the Rev. J. T.

CITY MEAT INSPECTOR’S 
SUGGESTIONS. 


NEED OF AN ABATTOIR, 


Mr. Cussen, veterinary surgeon and Oor- 
poration meat inspector in Cork, who ex- 
pressed the opinion, during the hearing of @ 
case in the local court on Thursday, that at 
least fifty per cent. of the meat slaughtered 
|jn Cork was tubercular, stated yesterday, in 
the course of an interview; that tuberculosis 
was frequent in swine, rare in sheep, but was 
a regular plague in ecaitle. 

He mentioned that in cases of a diseased 
udder bacilli were present in the milk, and 
contamination by milk was even more serious 
than by eating tubercular meat, Various tests 
had shown that it might be assumed that 
from five to ten: per cent. of human mortality 
from tubercylosis was due to bovine sources, 
Infection was possible by the use of tuber- 
cular meat, and cooking could ‘not be relied 
upon to render innocuous joints or rolls of 
infected meat, as the temperature of the 
interior of the joint or roll was never high 
enough to destroy the germs. Boiling was 
the safest method of NÓ, ó and next roast- 
ing in an oven, while roasting before a fire 
or grilling was the least reliable of all. 

INSPECTION DIFFICULTIES, 

With refetence to the meat supply in Cork, 
he said. that thorough inspection was very 
| difficult, because most of the animals were 
| slaughtered outside the borough,, with the 
| result that only the careases, with all the 
| offal removed, could be inspected. A great 
| boon to the|city would be the establishment 
| of a central meat inspection dépét, where all 
| meat to be sold in the city could be inspected 
| before being offered for sale. There were in 
| éxistence Parliamentary powers to allow the 
| Corporation to pass a (ÁR sé for the establish- 
ment of such a dépét. In his opinion, all 
i meat sold in the city should be stamped, as 
a guarantee of having been passed by an 
inspector. i 

Asked if fifty per cent. oí the cattle were 
more or less tubercular, what percentage of 
diseased meat found its way into the shops, 
Mr. Cussen replied that it was impossible for 
him to give any idea, owing to the absence of 
an abattoir and the impossibility of inspecting 
a large proportion of meat until it reached 
the form of a carcase from which all the offal 
had beeh removed. As many slaughter-houses 
were outside the borough, he could not carry 
} out as complete an inspection as was desir- 
, able. 

tle stated that, if the Corporation had the 
necessary powér, he would be in favour of the 
inspection of slaughter-houses outside the 
borough. That would help very, considerably 
in purifying the meat spply of the city. He 
was also of opinion that farmers should be 
compelled to have their herds tested for tuber- 
culosis,, with a view to getting rid of, or at 
least isolating, all diseased animals.

DUBLIN BOY KILLED. 


At the inquest held yesterday at the 
Children’s Hospital, Temple street, ‘Dublin, 
touching the death of John Smith (7), 43 
North Strand road, the jury found that the 
boy met his death by being knocked down by 
a motor car. They were of opinion that the 
car was recklessly driven. They tendered 
sympathy with the relatives. 

Mr. William Austin, Grafton street, said 
that at a quarter to nine on last Wednesday 
evening he was in a motor ‘bus going towards 
Fairview. Near Newcomen Court he saw two 
boys knocked down by a motor car going in 
the same direction as the ‘bus. The number 
of the car, as he read it, was AI 1965. The 
car slowed down considerably and went on 
again. 

James Kavanagh, North Strand road, said 

that he saw the car, but did not see the 
number. 
William Reilly (13) said that he was with 
the deceased at the wall, and a motor car 
came along and dashed against the wall and 
struck him on the shoulder and knocked him 
down. 

Mr. E. Gaffney, Delcan road, Marino, 
driver of the "bus, said that he heard shouts 
of: “ Stop the car,” but did not see the acci- 
dent. The car increased speed and the lights 
went out. P 

Guard P. J. Concannon said that he was on 
duty at Annesley Bridge at a quarter to nine, 
and saw a motor car going at between 25 to 
30 miles per hour. He stepped out to stop 
the car, but it did not stop, and as the car 
passed him the lights went out. He took the 
number (AI 1965). ; 

Sergeant Edward Clarke said that on last 
Thursday he made inquiries, and learned that 
the owner of the car bearing that number 
was Mr. Laurence Betts, 283 Richmond road, 
He examined the car in Mr. Devlin’s Garage, 
Annesley place, and found evidences of rer 
cent damage, the rear of the hood was 


scratched and bore traces ot white paint. He-

Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., addressed his 
constituents on the political situation at aA 
largely attended meeting at Rathmines last 
night, 

Professor W. E. Thrift, T.D., F.,T.C.D., 
who presided, said that the Free State was 
now an independent State, but it was a unit, 
and a unit on an equal basis with other units 
in the British Commonwealth. Those of them 
who believed that the best development of 
the country would come from friendly co- 
operation between these different units ought 
to dó all they could to see that that friendly 
co-operation was made a matter of fact.

It was a fact, and he believed that in 
facing facts the Government ‘did wisely and 
well, because by facing facts they had the 
best hope of ultimate union. Ultimate union 
would be achieved, not by talking about it,

It was said that they had abandoned the 
minority in the North of Ireland As he had 
said in the Dail, he had great sympathy 
with the minority in Northern [reland; 
because they had a minority here which was 
happier, wn the whole, than the minority ‘n 
Northern Ireland, but that was due to the 
fact that they had gone into the Dail and co- 
operated and taken their share in the govern- 
ment of the country. The most experienced 
man whom he knew in politics in Northern 
Ireland was Mr. Devlin, and if he had a 
reasonably strong party at his back, though 
he might not get all that he desired, he might 
be able to get three-quarters of it,, and in 
politics they never got more than three- 
quarters cf what they.wanted. He thought 
that the North was better off than it would 
have been had it got the Feetham report.

£5.688.234, including £3,392,014 from Cus- 
toms and Excise, £1,727,110 inland revenue,

annuities. Ulster Saving Certificates pro- 
duced £392,000. i 

The transferred expenditure was &4,979,195, 
of which the principal items. were ;—Educa-

THE NEW SCHOOL 
PROGRAMME. 


BISHOP AND RIGHTS OF 
PARENTS. - 
Sa, Sam 


Speaking in St. Nathys College, 
Ballaghadereen, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Morrisroe, Bishop of Achonry, pointed to 
certain defects in the new programme of 
the primary schools. Methods of instruc- 
tion, he said, were prescribed to which 
parents objected, and which teachers said 
were detrimental to the prospects of their 
pupils. 

Facts must be faced, said Dr. Morrisroe, 
and we must come down from the ideal 
to the practical. 


COMPLAINTS JUSTIFIED. 


There has been, said his Lordship, as 
everyone who reads: the daily Press is aware, 
a bit of grumbling about the programme that 
for a short while has been jn operation in 
the primary schools. That these complaints 
are justified there is ample evidence to show. 
Indeed, recognition of certain shortcomings 
is acknowledged in the steps that are being 
taken for their elimination. Under the 
régime that has passed away there was a rule 
which laid down: ‘It is desirable that the 
managers should, with the approval of the 
Commissioners, arrange the programmes of 
their schools so as to suit the needs of the 
lecalities in which the schools are situated.”’ 
This wise rule was based on the fundamental 
principle that the parents, whose needs and 
wishes the managers were best able to in- 
terpret, had certain rights in deciding the 
sort of education that their children should 
receive, which rights the authorities felt 
themselves bound to respect.. By the irony 
of fate, in this democratic age, the voice of 
both manager and parent seems to be hushed 
into silence when school programmes are 
being arranged. . 

If it is really desired to ascertain popular 
feeling fn regard to this vital matter, a joint 
expression of opinion from managers and 
“teachers in the different areas would certainly 
best reflect the wishes of parents, and, per- 
haps, would best result for the general needs 
of the country as well: These re- 
marks are occasioned by complaints 
that one hears in the home and the school. 
Certain methods of instruction are prescribed, 
especially in the primary schools, which 
parents object to, and which teachers say are 
detrimental to the future prospects of their 
pupils. Facts must be faced, and we must 
come down from the ideal to the practical. 

THE FUTURE OF THE CHILDREN. 

When this country is self-contained under 
the benign sway of a Government that will 
furnish every man and woman with facilities 
for living in comfort under the shadow of 
their natrve hills,, ‘fhe ideal system may be 
tried. But for the present an eye must be 
kept on:the condition under which “by far 
the greater majority of the boys and girls 
attending rural schools have to eke out a 
livelihood. 

Qne can only hope that something will be 
done speedily'to enable elementary schools to 
do the good work that most of them are only 
too glad to do unhampered by any penalising 
restrictions. 

THE INTERMEDIATE SYSTEM. 

The: President. of the College: said that in 
the schoql year 1924-25 they had their first 
experience of the new. Intermediate system. in 
al! its essential phases. It has, he continued, 
introduced. many sweeping changes, but, per- 
haps the mbdst apparent. is the considerable 
reduction that it has made in the number of 
pupils now eligible for examination. Conse- 
quently only 20 of our students were 
examined Jast June, while for the past few 
years ‘the number examined reached an annual 
total oí. 70 or thereabouts. 

The awards, which take the shape of 
scholarships, are Confined to those under 16 
years of age who are not. in receipt of pecu- 
niary assistance from public funds. With this 
latter provision we are not disposed to quarrel, 
but, of course, it is evident that it debars the 
best material in the: scheol—boys who have 
won County Council scholarships—from com- 
peting. for the only laurels that remain. 
Hence the distinctions that may now be won 
are few, and lengthy pass lists are no longer 


possible.

AMERICAN EXPERTS ON THE

Preliminaries about the Banking Commis- 
sion have been completed, and a public an- 
nouncemont may be expected shortly.

CASE READY FOR THE 


COURTS. 
BUDAPEST, Friday. 

The police to-day began taking the evidence 
of the various witnesses who will appear in 
the case of the forged French bank notes. In 
all probability the evidence will be concluded 
this evening. Among the witnesses was the 
military Roman Catholic bishop, Stefan 
Zadravecs. He admitted that he knew of the 
objects which had inspired the forgers of the 
bank notes, but said that he declined to asso- 
ciate himself with them as soon as he dlis- 
covered the means that they proposed to adopt 
to achieve their “object. 

The police took the depositions of the 
deputy, Julius Gomboes, who is ill, at his 
residence, It is alleged that he was in rela- 
tion with a number of the young men who are 
concerned in the affair, and that one of the 
accused had applied to him. Gomboes de- 
clared that he had no knowledge whatever of 
the forgery of the bank notes, and only heard 
of it from the newspapers. 

The police took into custody to-day a pre- 
sent employé of the Cartographical Institute, 
as well as a former employé of this organisa- 
tion, and their examination began forthwith. 
There are already six employés of the Carto- 
graphical Institute in custedy. They have all 
been suspended, and disciplinary measures are 
pending. ' It is expected that all doubtful 
points of the case will be cleared up to-day, 
and that the police will be in a position -to 
hand over to-morrow the complete evidence to 
the Public Prosecutor. Full details of the

NEWSPAPER SUSPENDED. 


The Minister of the Interior has suspended 
for eight days the political newspaper, Vilagq, 
because the paper to-day published an article 
injurious to the foreign policy of Hungary. 
The judicial authorities have also taken legal 
proceedings against Ulain, a member of the 
staff, for having written an article comment- 
ing upon the forgery case. | 

The Hungarian Minister in Paris, Baron 
Koranyi, who returned to Budapest for 
family reasons a few days ago, will proceed 
to Paris. to-morrow to resume his duties. It 
will be recalled that his presence here has, 
in some circles, been associated with the note 
forgeries.

From “ Tug Tues” CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 


Parliament re-assembles on Tuesday next, 
and the political battle over finance will begin 
again. The problem as it faces the individual 
politician or party has been aptly, but cruelly, 
defined by the satirists as ‘‘ How to tax those 
who are not our constituents.” 

There is more truth in this than might 
appear at first sight. The average deput 
does not like to vote for‘legislation which will 
be unpopular with the electors who returned 
him to Parliament. 

‘he Finance Bills of the last Ministers of 
Finance came to grief, not so much on account 
of the opposition to them, but because not 
sufficient deputies could be found to vote for 
them. The next few weeks will show whether 
M. Dcumer’s proposals will meet the same 
fate. 

SOCIALIST ATTITUDE, 

There is now little doubt that the National 
Congress: of the Socialist aire: which meets on 
Sunday to decide the policy to be pursued by the 
party in Parliament during the rext session, 
will vote against systematic co-operation with 
the Radicals. This will probably change the 
state of affairs in the Chamber less than some 
people have imagined. Socialist support for 
the Radigis will be spasmodic and 
dependent on circumstances, but. a ‘close 
liaison between the two parties will 
certainly be preserved. To realise this one 
has only to consider the fact that a complete 
set of financial proposals, which is the joint 
work of the parties of the Cartel des Gauches, 
including the Socialists, is being laid before 
Parliament as an alternative to M. Doumer’s 
bill. 

COMPLICATED SITUATION. 

Thus the. situation is curiously complicated. 
The parties from which most of the members 
of the Cabinet are drawn are subscribing to 
legislative propesals which are more or less 
in opposition to the measures approved by the 
Cabinet. 

A section of the Radical Party is fully con- 

scious of the embarrassing situation thus 
created, and seems to think that it can be 
overcome by caxbining the two bills in one; 
hut this is a pious hope which is hardly 
likelv to anpeal to M. Doumer, of al! neople. 
’ The Finance Committee of the Chamber, 
which meets on Monday, will have the two 
sets of measures before it, and will have to 
decide what -it is going to do about them. If 
the Finance Committee is left to itself, it will 
probably evolve a fine piece of patchwork ; 
but it is to be hoped that M. Doumer’s 
energetic personality will come to the rescne 
and insist that his bill be not materially 
tampered with. 

If the Government does not take a strong 
line of action, there is little chance that any 
effective financial measures will ever be passed 
by the present Chamber,

MEN WASHED OVERBOARD.

Yesterday 
she sat down, with the soldiers at Ede 
Barracks and partook of their mid-day meal, 
consisting of pea soup, bacon, and mashed 
potatoes. She preferred to lunch with the 
rank and file rather than accept an invita- 
tion to the officers’ mess. Queen Wilhelmina 
is now visiting Arnhem and several inundated 
villages distributing food and relief. 


THE POPE’S GIFT. 

The Pope {says Reuter’s Amsterdam 
Correspondent) has given the sum of 20,000 
florins towards the flooded relief funds. In 
order to prevent pillaging, the authorities 
have prohibited the use of boats and rafts in 
the flooded areas after dark by unauthorised 
persons, and are also permitting the police to 
emvloy firearms when necessary. 

Considerable anxiety prevails regarding the 
ability of the Meuse dyke, near Maasbommel, 
to withstand the flood waters.

Following upon the preliminary curtain- 
raiser in the new Canadian Parliament yes- 
terday, when Mr. Lemieux was re-elected 
Speaker, His Excellency Lord Byng, the 
Governor-General, formally aed 1 Ar 
ment this afternoon, reading the Speech from 
the Throne in the Senate and Chamber. ill 
the formalities were typical of the procedure 
at Westminster. 

e speech forecasts a comprehensive 
legislative programme, designed to promote 
mutual understanding and closer co-opéra- 
tion between all parts of the Dominion. The 
specific legislation promised includes a com- 
prehensive plan of immigration, with sim- 
plified regulations, reduced transportation 
rates, and further provisions for the care of 
incoming settlers, up to their points of 
destination, and during the early days of 
settlement. 

In respect of tariffs, the speech declares: 
“ My Ministers are of opinion that a general 
increase in the Customs tariff would prove 
detrimental to the country’s continued 
prosperity, and prejudicial to national unity. 

e speech also refers to the desire of the 
Government to encourage trade within the 
Empire “ by all means consistent with our 
national welfare.” (Reuter. )

Thousands of pounds worth of American 
goods are tied up in bonded warehouses in 
Constantinople. These consist mainly of re- 
fined, oils, motor cars, farm machinery, 
leather and cotton cloths. 

The consignees are refusing to accept the 
goods because they are being forced to pay 
the increased cost of the new Turkish tariff, 
whilst British, French, German and other 
merchants are able to sell their wares at less 
than half-the American prices, 

This sitnetion has arisen owing to the 
fact that Turkey has withdrawn its most 
favoured ration trectment from the “United 
States. The sicnifcance of the new law 
issued af Angora on December 20 has only 
been ‘ realised this: week. The 
nounced. that. all.nations which had not rati- 
fied ecmmercial treaties with Turkey would 
be subiect to a 60 per cent. increase in im- 
port duties. 

The American representatives at Angora 
communicated the facts of the case in Decem- 
ber tH the United States authorities at Con- 
stantinople, but Washington has taken no 
‘steps, 

Consequently a sudden panic has descended 
upon’ the American merchants at Constan- 
tinopje, as the Turkish Customs officials since 
January 2 haze been imposing 60 per cent. 
on the tariff charges of all merchandise enter- 
ing the port. 

The Central Customs Warehouse at Stam- 
boul is completely filled with stranded 
American goods. The American Embassy here 
has to-day addressed a note to the Turkish 
Foreign Office at. Angora, asking for a tem- 

rary measure of relief from the new tariff. 
"he officials at the Embassy are optimistic, 
but ‘the, American merchants, who have for- 
tunes at stake, do not think the Turks intend 
to alter the situation. 

It is the opinion of several ‘experienced 
Americans long familiar with Eastern affairs, 
that Turkey is using the import tax as a lever 
with which to attempt to force the United 
States to ratify the Lausanne Treaty, which 
comes before the Washington Senate shortly.

The New York Times protests agains 
what it calls “ the glaring inconsistency ' 
of the American Government in protest- 
ing against other countries fostering 
monopolies and maintaining high prices. 
} This inconsistency, it says, was promptly 
seized on yesterday by members of the 
Democratic Opposition, who pointed out 
that the controls exercised by the 
American Government under the guise of 
a high tariff both prevent competition 
and keep up prices.

Sensational rumours are prevalent in regard 
to the situation. The members of the recently 
nominated Cabinet are reported to be refusing 
to take office until Tuan goes. The Prime 
Minister is alleged to have taken refuge in 
the Legation quarter. Li Ching-Lin is re- 
ported to be moving up the Pukow Railway 
towards Tientsin with a large force, and the 
leaders ef the three Kuominchun Armies are 
declared to be working at cross purposes. 
Hence the aifficulties of the Cabinet, and the 
delay of the retirement of Tuan. i 

Guessing about the future seems to be use- 
less, but prophets; are not wanting who pre- 
dict the immediate .advent of an extremist 
régime, closely. - associated with the 
Rolshevists. which will éstablish a Soviet 
Government, and put impossible demands be- 
fore the Tariff Conference and the Extra- 
Territoriality Commission, with the object. of 
ending both. afterwards proceeding to tear up 
the treaties. It iS difficult to imagine that 
cuch dangerous happenings are in prospect, 
but they cannot be icnored. The confused 
rivalries between the different parties provide 
an exceptional opportunity for irresponsible 
action. 
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DOCTOR’S RESIGNATION 
REQUESTED. 
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MEETING OF PROTEST IN 
CARLOW. 


A public meeting was held in the Town 
Hall. Carlow, on Thursday night, at which 
the Rev. Mr. Black presided, for the purpose 
of protesting agafhst the attitude of the Local 
Government Minister in calling for the resig- 
nation of Dr. Ed. McDonald, Tuberculosis 
Medical Officer for County Carlow. The hall 
was filled, and the platform was occupied by 
well-known people in the town and district. 

The Rev: Mr. Black said that he was per- 
sonally aware of. the interest which Dr. 
McDonald took in the working of the tuber- 
culosis scheme in the county. When he was 
Dispensary Medical Officer in Carlow he was 
brought in contact with the appalling condi- 
[tions under which many of the poor people 
had to live, and at that time he was one’ of 
the first medical men in Ireland to obtain 
the Diploma in Public Health. 

Mr. Comerford, County Councillor, s@id 
that there never was a complaint against bs 
McDonald at the Tuberculosis Committee 
meetings, and there never was a suggestion 
from the Local‘Government Department as to 
how the scheme in the county could be mére 
efficiently carried out. The Tuberculosis Cóm- 
mittee, in conjunction with Dr. McDonald, 
were anxious to send patients to Peamount, 
and to provide’ nourishment for patients at 
home, and to work the scheme as they con- 
ecived that it :hould be worked; bat all their 
efforts were thwarted owing to the lack of 
funds, and, therefore, it was most unjust to 
hold Dr. McDonald responsible, and to make 
him the victim because the scheme was not 
the success that it should have been. 

Dr. McDonald, who was present, said that 
the scheme from first to last was carried out 
by the Tuberculosis and lusurance Committee. 

A resolution was read from the Medical 
Council, Tuberculosis Medical Association. It 
stated that, considering Dr. McDonald’s 28 
years of public service without charge or 
blemish. and the excessive:severity that jis 
resignation would entail, they called on the 
Local Government Department to reconsider 
their decision. Such a course would be in 
the interests of justice and equity} and they 
called on the Local Government Minister to 
re-open the inquiry when Dr. M‘Donald would 
be in a position, in the light of fuller and 
more accurate information, to place the real 
facts before the Department. 

The meeting passed the following resolu- 
fíon :—' That we, the representatives of 
Carlow town and district, wish to express our 
continued confidence in Dr. M*Donald after 
25 years living.amongst us. That the cnarges 
of neglect against him have been satisfac- 
torily explained; that we request the Local 
‘Government Department to “take a more 
lement view of the case, especially as no 
complaint by any patient has been made 
against him, but on the contrary they spoke 
highly in his favour.”

The Justice—The beating seems to have 
been an effective one. It kept you out of 
court for 47 years. 

Defendant—The policeman that summoned 
us that time was a Sergeant Boyd, and I want 
to tell you about him. 

Mr. Osborne (solicitor)—He did no good 
after it! (Laughter.) 

Deferdant—He had ordered a bottle of 
stout in a public-house in Rossnakill, and be- 
before he drank it he put up his hands and 
he said that he would find the murderers of 
Lord Leitrim. But before he could raise the 
glass to his lips he fell dead on the spot. 

The Justice—Do you attribute that tgagedy 
to Lord Leitrim or the pig? 

Defendant—I am only telling you what 
hanvened. 

The .Justice—Well, as I would not like to’ 
jose Guard O’Maille, who is such an excellent 
yourg man, with a good knowledge of Irish, 
I will let you off with a caution in this 
case, if you promise not to come back for 
another 47 years. 

Doherty promised to do his best to keep: 
ithe pigs off the road, and he was discharged 
under the Probation of Offenders Act. 
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DISTRESSING MOTOR ACCIDENT.

mitigated evil and ‘the other the only good. 
~The average untrained worker is a blot 
on pur civiligátion, ” said Mr. Best; “a blot 
which in no sense is inevitable in»a Stafe 
such as ours.” The business which failed to 
train its employés was courting disaster for 
itself. That was true of all business con- 
cerns, which finally ‘depended for their suc- 
cess on the excellence of those who laboured 
in them—on quick intelligence and energy of 
mind, on the powers of leadership and loyalty, 
on health é | happiness. Staff training was 
a vital necessity. 

Industry had as much reason to see that 
facilities: for education ‘were’ provided for its. 
workers as to see that oil was provided for. 
its machines. It was surely “wise for ‘a busi- 
ness to spend a small percentage of its profits 
in preventing its life being choked by igridr- 
ance, ‘incompetence, and interrial discord. The 
State was not, without grave responsibility in 
the matter. 

If the majority-of employers did not sée 
how they were damaged by the lamentable 
results of human inefficiency, surely"the day 
would come when the State wonld consider 
itself obliged to’ safeguard the nation from 
their short-sighted selfishness. Mr. Best’ said 
that he hoped the day would soon come when 
the State would insist that firms must make 
up their minds which of two, or what conr 
bination of two, {policies they proposed . to 
adopt—to pay fo having this trainitig done 
before emplovés entered industry at all, or to 
set aside working hours for it. 
CAREERS WHICH COUNT. 

An interesting address on, the value to 
industry and commerce of a closer co-aperation 
with ‘the schools was given by Mr. T. §, 
Ratelifie, of Messrs. Boots, Ltd., who ‘skid 
that the business he represented was a kind 
of microcosm of our national industry and 
commerce. 

A good deal of nonsense, he said, had been 
talked by certain business men about the 
folly of teaching children what they called 
“* fripperies '” instead of “ fundamentals,”’ of 
teaching music, art, and literature instead of 
sticking to subjects which would fit boys and 
girls for business life. They forgot that the 
object. of education was not merely to. train 
the children to earn a living but to fit them 
for life generally, to mould their characters, 
and make them capable of living full, useful, 
and happy lives. 

There had been immense changes in the 
organisation of industry, éspecially "since the 
war. The outlook had so altered that 
teachers might encourage their pupils to enter 
industry, knowing it was one of the best 
careers. 

THE CLERK, 

Mr. Ratcliffe, appealing to the teachers to 
consider the openings in industry and com- 
merce, asked them to realise how greatly 
the status of the clerk has been changal 
in modern industry. ‘‘ Teachers,’ he said, 
“often advised a boy to become a bank 
clerk or some other specialised sort of 
clerk, but they spoke rather contemptuously 
about the occupation of clerks generally. 
But nowadays there were more varieties: of 
clerks than of railway workers, and as much 
difference between one kind of clerk and 
another as between an engine driver and 
a porter. Instead of trying to persuade their 
best scholars to enter professions, teachers 
should get a new conception of modern in- 
dustry and encourage them to enter one 
oi its gateways as ordinary clerks.”” “We 
have in our great business,” he said, “a 
considerable number of young men in re- 
sponsible administrative positions who came 
im as clerks, and for the most part thev 
are as well off financially as if they had 
entered professions,”’ 

SHOP ASSISTANTS. 

Another mistake was to talk 
temptuously about shop assistants. Every 
first-class retail business in London and 
the provinces needed a constant stream of 
well-educated boys and girls to be trained 
for this form of service to the community. 
‘The hours were a little longer than those 
in offices or factories, but the work was 
pleasant and never monotonous, and the 
opportunities of suecese¢.were many. 

He did not think tlese two careers of 
clerksi and shop assistants had been fully 
appreciated by teachers, and that fact 
illustrated the need for a wider outlook on 
modern business. Modern industry had quite 
changed within the last few years. Its 
organisation was more complex, its manage- 
ment was in many hands, its opportunities of 
a good career for boys, and even for girls, 
were numerous, its ideals were now higher 
than in any other period of history, and it 
was taking its duties to employés and to 
customers very seriously.

Bangor Drowning Accident. On last 
Thursday evening an elderly man was seen 
by Robert Scott, a local fisherman, walking 
along the new pier at Bangor. Scott had 
occasion to go on the pier himself a few 
minutes later, and discovered that the man 
had vanished. He made'search and after a 
time’ saw the body in the water at the end 
of the pier. it was subsequentiy ascer- 
tained that the deceased man was Samuel 
M‘Cloud, of 35 Gray’s: Hill, Bangor, where 
he resided with his daughter, Mrs. Gram. 
He was a man of 72 years, and, it appears,, 
had been under treatment for heart trouble 
for a considerable time. 

Fatal Falil.—‘' Accidental death ” was the 
City Coroner’s verdict at the inquest, held at 
the City Hall, Belfast, yesterday, on the 
body of Robert Spiers (60), of Tullazh, 
Cookstown, Co. Tyrone, who died on January 
1 from imjuries received in a fall on Boxing 
Day. Evidence was given that the deceased 
man was sitting alone by the kitchen fire 
when his wife and son heard screams. On 
entering the kitchen he was found lying on 
the floor, and his head, which was cut and 
bleeding, was resting against the edge of the 
range. No one actually saw the accident. 
Death was due to shock and hemorrhage, fol- 
lowing fracture of the skull. 

Died Seated in a Chair—Five minutes after 
she walked into her home, Mrs. Rebecca 
Black (27), Verner street (who earlier in the 
day met with a motor accident), died while 
seated in a chair on last Thursday evening. 
The dead woman met with the accident in 
Ormeau avenue. The driver of the car 
“brought her to hospital, and afterwards 
brought her home.

WHAT WE OWE 
ROMANS.

TO THE 


A. 
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Two features of Mr. Baldwin's presi- 
dential address to the Classical Associa- 
tion, in the Middle Temple Hall, London, 
jast night, were his imsistence on the im- 
portance of a sense of history and his plea 
for study of the Classics, on the ground 


that they give one a sense of perspective. 


and a standard of values. 

The statesman must endeavour to 
envisage the whole, and must be steeped 
to the lips in the historical sense. Again, 
the study of character—the character of 
the Englishman, the Greek, the Roman— 
should not be neglected. 

Another benefit gained from study of the 
(jassics was a profound respect for the 
truth of words. His own standard of 
yalues. derived from study of the Classics, 
pad saved him many a time from bowing 
‘‘Tdols of the Market Place’’—a

THE PLAIN MAN’S CASE. 


LOVE AND. COMPREHENSION. 


Mr. Baldwin said that all that the Associa- 
tion asked of a prospective member was that 
he should love the classics. Love did not 
necessarily imply comprehension, or which 
of them could say that he loved a woman; 
yt it did mean love of the beautiful, love of 
the best, Jove of the ideal. He spoke of these 
things with understanding, for he was an 
orignal member of the Association. He had 
po qualifications for giving the presidential 
address, Wut he took heart from the thought 
that though the lamp of classical learning 
must be trimmed and kept burning by the 
scholars, vet the light which was diffused 
depended, to some extent, on the fuel, and 
that was provided by an army of plain folk, 
with conviction and enthusiasm in their 
hearts. So it was good that occasionally they 
should have a president who could speak for 
the common folk as an ordinary man. 

A study of the classics helped one who 
attempted the task of government. To be an 
Englishman and to be ignorant of the history 
of thé Empire was to-be without the sense 
of perspective in viewing both the change of 
events and their day-to-day reactions, which 
was essential. The statesman must endeavour 
to envisage the whole, and must be steeped to 
the lips in the historical sense. 

IMPORTANCE OF CHARACTER. 
Who could say how much we owed to the 

Roman occupation of Britain for four cen- 
turies?’ Surely the character of the Roman 
played as great a part in the rise of the 
Roman Empire as his character played in the 
fall. No historian of the British Empire 
should neglect the study of the character of 
the Englishman, as shown, for example, in 
the Elizabethan age, and through the period 
of the rebellion. Rome failed because, as had 
been said, there were not enough Romans left 
to carry on the work of Rome. 

There were fears amongst those who were 
responsible for government to-day—fears not 
yet gripping us by the throat, but taking 
grisly shape in the twilight—that the Great 
War, by the destruction of our best lives in 
such numbers, had not left enough of the breed 
to carry on the work of the Empire. Our task 
was hard enough, but it would be accomplished. 
Yet, who in Europe did not know that one 
more war in the West, and the cultivation 
of the ages would fall with as great a shock 
as that of Rome. She had left danger 
signals along the road, and it was for us to 
read them. 

The statesman had also much to learn from 
Greece. Her history was one long failure to 
yeale an empire. 

That there should be wars between 
Western nations, who learned their first 
lessons in citizenship from the same mother— 
Rome—seemed to him fratricidal insanity. | 
We. as the youngest member of the g at | 
family, would run more worthily so long as 
we based our lives on the stern virtues of 
the Roman character, and took to ourfgelves 
the warmings Rome had left. i 

PROPORTION AND VALUES. 

Mr. Baldwin went on to say that he had 
gained from the Classics some sense of pro- 
portion, a standard of values, and a profound 
respect for the truth of words, which had 
been of use in his daily life. At the first 
election he fought, the candidates were ex- 
pected to spend three evenings weekly in the 
public houses of thé constituency. He felt 
the need of a moral purge and a literal 
sedative, and when he went home at night 
from these orgies he seldom went to bed 
without reading something of the Odyssey, 
the Aineid, or the odes of Horace. Although 
defeated at the election, he had passed 
through the fire, and the smell of burning 
was not on his garments; his sense of propor- 
tion had helped him to assess the personal 
equation of the individuals who formed the 
House of Commons; his standard of values 
helped him to estir ate speech and the 
written word, and had saved him many a 
time from bowing to the ‘‘ Idols of the 
market-place.”’ He had been helped to detect 
the flowing and the equivocal phrase, lurking 
in the growth of oratory, and he endeavoured 
to use speech. plain and unambiguous. He 
enjoyed speakers who modelled themselves 
on the classical tradition. The Earl of 
Oxford was a Roman in his Jueidity, in his 
plrasing and in his felicity. When his own 


work in politics was completed, he should 
take down all his old companions from his 
shelves. and work ance more with dictionary 
and grammar. He had always kept the

Srr,—I note im your issue of this day’s 
date that you ‘* quote ” the heading of your 
issue of the 7th, “ No Funds for Broadcast- 
ing.” I wish to make it pertectly clear that 
we have had from the first sufficient ‘funds 
to enable us to carry on our work, but, as 
the station is only in its infancy, it would 
be foolish in the extreme for us to launch 
out upon expensive projects. 

I note further that you say that in my 
letter to you of yesterday I made no reference 
to fees. I definitely stated that we are 
booking artists for advanced dates, and to 
anybody conversant with professional parlance 
that means that we are booking artists at the 
recognise] professional fees, and several of 
them have, as a matter of fact, already been 

aid for their services. 

The fact that artists have taken part in 
the programme to oblige Mr. O’Brien and 
myself, and that several others have 
volunteered to give a free broadcast. in order 
to test how their voices will come over the 
microphone, does not at all mean that we 
are not in a position to pay them; and I 
wish it to be definitely understood that we 
are in a position to pay them. A vocalist 
may be perfectly good—in fact, of outstand- 
ing quality, on a platform—but yet unsuit- 
able for broadcasting, and until we have 
tried him and heard from our listeners how 


he has been received we would not feel 
justified in egg him up for dates ahead. 
To conclude, there are funds available 


sufficient for our needs, and there are pro- 
grammes and schemes in preparation, some 
to come into operation at an early date; but 
I think that I, as Director of the station,

It is a iong time since any speech has made 
a better all-round impression in Belfast than 
did Mr. Devlin’s at the luncheon given in his 
honour by the Rotary Club. The President 
of the Club, in his introductory speech, ex- 
pressed regret that Mr. Devlin did not still 
represent Belfast at Westminster—a regret 
that will be echoed not only by former 
comrades and opponents of the British House 
of Commons, but also by people of all shados 
of opinion here.
